As amended, the Act provided a 
responsibility on the part of the 
farm er or farm operator to keep a 
regular employment record, make 
proper withholdings, and remit on 
all sharecroppers taking part in 
the farm er's operation. 
Andrews’ 
statem ent supports the contention 
of farm organizations that 
the 
sharecropper is not an employe. 
Independent Contractor 
He says, “An individual who un 
dertakes under the ordinary crop- 
sharing arrangemnet to produce a 
crop or livestock on land belong 
ing to another for a proportionate 
share of the crop or livestock pro­ 
duced, or the proceeds thereof, is j 
considered to be an independent 
contractor 
and 
a 
self-employed
